An  alumnus  of  Wartburg  college,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Acker¬ 
mann  was  a  missionary  in  New  Guinea  from  1940  until  1942, 
when  he  escaped  Japanese  capture  by  walking  across  un¬ 
charted  New  Guinea  to  Port  Moresby. 

Upon  his  graduation  from  Wart- 
burg  Seminary,  Dubuque,  in  1S4G, 
the  former  missionary  sailed  for 
New  Guinea.  After  a  year  of 
language  study,  he  was  placed  in 
charge  of  stations  at  Salamaua 
and  Wau.  Malaria  and  dysentery 
contracted  during  his  escape  has 
prevented  his  return  to 
ston  Welds. 

Takes  Graduate  Work. 

Upon  his  return  to  the  United 
States,  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ac 
took  graduate  work  at  Hartford 
Seminary  Foundation,  Hartford, 

Conn.,  where  he  received  his 
master  of  arts  degree  in  anthro¬ 
pology. 

Using  a  fellowship  from  Union 
Seminary,  he  did  graduate  study 
at  Columbia  university  and  Union 
Seminary,  after  which  he  took 
part  in  an  anthropological  t: 

British  Columbia. 

The  Rev.  Mr.  Ackermann  has 
been  pastor  of  St.  Paul’s  Ameri¬ 
can  Lutheran  church  at  Meriden 
since  1945.

Over  six  hundred  Wartburgers 
will  be  listed  in  the  1348  campus 
directory,  soon  to  be  placed  on  sale, 
according  to  statistics  released 
this  week  from  the  office  of  the 
dean  of  students/ Earnest  F.  Op- 
perman. 

Included  in  the  directory  wit! 
be  administrative  officers,  faculty 
and  staff  members  and  students, 
as  well  as  the  telephone  numbers 
and  addresses  of  all  off-campus 
residences  and  campus  officers. 
The  32-page  directory  will  also 
include  a  miscellaneous  section. 
Iowa  Leads  Enrollment. 

Leading  in  the  student  enroll¬ 
ment  figures  in  the  new  directory 
is  Iowa  with  251,  only  32  less  than 
half  the  total  enrollment.  Fol¬ 
lowing  the  record  set  by  Iowa 
comes  Wisconsin  with  one  mere 
than  a  hundred  students  enrolled 
for  the  first  semester. 

Minnesota  sent  53  students 
Wartburg— at  least,  that’s  what 
the  statistics  say.

Having  spent  two  years  in  Ger¬ 
many,  one  as  liaison  officer  for 
the  Lutheran  World  conference 
and  the  American  Military  Gov¬ 
ernment,  and  one  as  the  repre¬ 
sentative  of  American  Protestant 
churches  to  the  Military  Govern¬ 
ment,  Dr.  Bodensieck  is  in  a  posi¬

Many  Years  Service. 

Dr.  Bodensieck  has  spent  many 
years  in  the  service  of  the  Lu¬ 
theran .  church,  having  taught  his¬ 
tory,  German  and  Latin  on  the 
campus  here  when  Wartburg  was 
still  a  normal  college.  The  next 
ne  years  were  spent  in  teaching 
Wartburg  Seminary. 

The  decade  from  1930  to  1940 
found  Dr.  Bodensieck  as  editor  of 
the  "Kirchenblatt,”  German  lan¬ 
guage  magazine  of  the  American 
Lutheran  church.  Later  he 
served  as  president  of  Wartburg 
Seminary  in  Dubuque. 

With  the  end  of  World  War  II 
and  with  many  church  problems 
arising  in  Europe,  Dr.  Bodensieck 
was  selected  by  the  Lutheran 
world  council  for  liaison  work 
between  it  and  the  Military  Gov¬ 
ernment.  After  several  months  of 
s  work,  he  resigned  his  position 
president  of  the  Seminary. 
Returned  From  Germany. 

Dr.  Bodensieck  returned  from 
his  work  in  Germany  this  August, 
and  back  to  the  Seminary  as 
professor  of  New  Testament. 

"Efforts  will  be  made  to  keep 
Dr.  Bodensieck  on  the  campus  for 
the  entire  day,  and  if  possible,  ar¬

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Trumpet  Introduces  Feature 

With  this  week’s  issue,  the  TRUMPET  is  introducing  a 
new  feature,  a  column  devoted  to  the  discussion  and  analysis 
of  current  international  problems.  The  editors  feel  that  the 
world  situation  today  is  such  that  college  students  cannot  al¬ 
low  themselves  to  use  the  years  of  higher  education  as  a  time 
to  remove  themselves  from  the  problems  of  the  world  of 
which  they  are  a  part. 

College  students  are  often  told  that  they  are  "the  future 
generation”  and  that  they  should  prepare  for  the  day  when 
they  can  take  over  the  reins  of  the  world.  Unfortunately, 
history  teaches  that  such  admonitions  have  nearly  always 
been  answered  with  procrastinations  and  that  when  the  “fu¬ 
ture  generation”  became  the  “present  generation,”  it  was 
no  more  ready  to  cope  with  the  problems  of  the  world  than 
was  the  preceding  one. 

Students  in  the  colleges  of  the  world  today  have  faced, 
are  facing  and  will  face  problems  which  are  bigger  than  any 
generation  has  ever  had  to  meet.  Theirs  is  gradually  be¬ 
coming  the  task  of  solving  the  questions  of  Palestine,  atomic 
energy,  Berlin,  totalitarian  Communism  and  a  complexity 
of  other  problems.  The  task  will  not  wait;  it  is  upon  us. 

With  this  belief  in  mind,  the  editors  of  the  TRUMPET 
hope  to  continue  this  new  international  column  in  an  effort 
to  encourage  “one  world”  thinking  by  members  of  the  Wart- 
burg  family. 

Author  of  the  new  column  is  Claude  Grelling,  sophomore 
and  European  refugee  student.  The  editors  feel  that  Grelling, 
a  “citizen  of  the  world,"  since  his  father’s  citizenship  was 
taken  from  him  for  opposition  to  the  Nazi  regime,  is  the  best 
qualified  student  on  the  campus  to  analyze  international 
news. 

Native  of  Berlin,  Germany,  Grelling  lived  for  eight  years 
in  his  native  land,  eight  in  Switzerland  and  one  in  France  be¬ 
fore  coming  to'  the  United  States  in  April,  1947.  Both  of  his 
parents,  as  well  as  other  relatives,  were  killed  at  the  infamous 
Dachau  concentration  camp. 

TRUMPET  editors  hope  that  their  readers  will  follow 
“World  Views”  and  think  about  the  problems  presented  there. 
Never  before  has  there  been  such  a  period  of  history  in  which 
so  many  decisions  must  be  reached  with  such  far-reaching 
effects. 


World  Views  by  Grelling 


Bernadotte  Dies 


Count  Folke  Bernadotte,  the  Swedish  statesman  who  did  more 
than  any  other  man  to  preserve  the  peace,  is  dead.  The  UN  mediator 
was  shot  by  a  few  fanatics  who  could  not  possibly  have  realized  the 
repercussions  of  their  act.  And  with  Count  Bernadotte  died  our 
strongest  hope  of  saving  our  world  from  a  third  World  War. 

The  slaying  of  Count  Bernadotte  strangely  reminds  one  of 
the  shooting  of  Archduke  Francis  Ferdinand  of  Austria  at  Sara¬ 
jevo  in  1914.  The  world  situation  today  is  just  as  tense,  if  not 
more  so,  than  in  the  days  immediately  preceding  World  War  I. 
The  death  of  Count  Bernadotte  almost  certainly  means  the  re¬ 
opening  of  hostilities  in  Palestine,  which  in  turn  will  inevitably 
influence  our  present  situation,  already  at  the  breaking  point. 

How  far-reaching  the  consequences  of  this  assassination  will 
prove  to  be  is  impossible  to  predict  today,  but  the  world  has  lost  in 
Count  Bernadotte  one  of  the  last  great  statesmen  who  firmly  believe 
in  the  possibility  of  peace.  There  is  no  one  individual  in  any  country 
today  who  could  possibly  take  his  place. 

The  slaying  of  the  UN  mediator  by  fanatics  in  Jewish  uni¬ 
forms  also  considerably  worsened  the  position  of  Israel  in  Pales¬ 
tine.  The  fact  that  the  killers  were,  or  at  least  appeared  to  be, 
Jews  will  inevitably  be  exploited  by  the  Arab  leaders  to  their  own 
advantage.  Had  it  not  been  for  a  few  radicals  who  thought  that 
murder  was  the  solution  to  all  their  problems,  there  might  yet 
have  been  hope  for  a  peaceable  settlement  of  the  Palestine 
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Prexy  Explains  Government,  Policies

The  problems  and  situations  we 
are  confronted  with  here  in  college 
are  probably  not  so  different  in 
kind  from  those  we  will  meet  in 
our  later  community  life.  The 
solutions  in  both  are,  in  part,  at 
least,  more  harmonious  relation¬ 
ships  among  the  members,  an 
effort  to  foster  in  the  individual 
member  the  feeling  that  he  has  a 
worth-while  contribution  to  make 
and  the  correlate  feeling  of  re¬ 
sponsibility  of  the  individual  and 
the  group,  and  the  attitude  that 
progress  can  be  made  through 
shared  effort. 

How  we  handle  these  problems 
here  may  largely  determine  how 
we  will  handle  them  in  the  com¬ 
munity,  the  church,  the  state,  etc., 
later  on.  And  yet  we  are  not 
isolated  from  any  one  of  these 
even  at  the  present.  The  inter¬ 
dependence  of  all  is  too  complete. 

Student  government  (or  any 
sort  of  government,  for  thnt  mat¬ 
ter)  is  often  thought  of  as  on 
organ  for  increasing  the  rights  of 
those  governed  and  in  part  that 
may  be  the  aim,  but  with  the 
addition  of  every  new  right,  a 
new  responsibility  isv  acquired. 
We  are  as  much  interested  in  de¬ 
pendence  and  independence  as  we 
are  in  interdependence. 

There  is  a  tendency  in  organi¬ 
zations  to  make  use  of  the  ideas 
and  energy  of  only  a  few,  ignoring 
the  possibilities  dormant  in  the 
majority.  A  student  can  hardly 
be  interested  or  feel  a  part  of  the 
college  unless  he  has  the  idea 
that  he  is  needed.  Therefore,  we 
would  suggest  to  campus  organi¬ 
zations  that  they  continually  en¬ 
large  their  program  in  order  that 
their  members  are  all  included  in 
it.  Campus  organizations  have  a 
greater  responsibility  than  that  to 
the  specific  aims  of  the  organiza¬ 
tion — and  it  is  the  responsibility 
to  the  greater  college. 

It  is  not  necessarily  an  implied 


criticism  of  preceding  Student 
Senates  when  we  find  that 
must  change  some  things,  enlarge 
and  revise  others.  Subsequent 
Student  Senates  must  do  the  same 
with  what  we  may  do.  It  is  a 
continuous  process  of  adjusting  to 
new  situations. 

We  hope  that  students  (and  the 
faculty)  will  not  hesitate  to  offer 
suggestions  and  criticize  what  we 
are  doing  when  it  deserves  either 
in  their  estimation.  We  want  you 
to  feel  that  your  opinion  is  worth- 


|  while.  We  can  not  promise  that 
I  every  suggestion,  will  be  followed, 
everything  criticized  changed,  but 
we  can  promise  that  both  will  be 
considered. 

Some  of  you  will  agree  with 
what  we  do;  others  of  you  will 
disagree,  and  that  is  fine.  Through 
our  reciprocal  exchange  of  ideas 
and  opinions,  working  together, 
we  may  make  some  small  prog¬ 
ress  toward  fulfilling  the  place 
of  a  Christian  liberal  arts  college 
in  the  community  and  the  world.
